CRUELTY OF THE SPORT.

The W orld’* Larne** llopyarda. 
It Is not generally known, but th** 
largest h tiltyards In the world are 
In California, aion* the Sacramento, 
R ussian and Feather rivers, and the 
very biggest hopfiold on earth Is at 
Pleasanton. In Alameda county, where 
there are RGS aeres, with more than 
445,000 vines under one wire. 
As the picking m ust all be done by 
hand and w ithin the short season 
when the blossoms are at their best, an 
arm y of people has to be suddenly 
m ustered for the harvest. 
The mild 
clim atic conditions that favor the de­ 
velopment of the hop and the pleasant 
inland valleys where It is grown com­ 
bine to make hop picking something 
of a summer time delight, for the work 
is neither difficult nor arduous, and 
the pay Is fair. 
There are but two draw backs to 
bop picking. 
One Is so called hop 
poisoning, which Is simply a sort of 
prickly heat or rash sometimes pro­ 
duced by contact of face and arm s 
•with the nettlelike fun* on the stalks 
of the hop vine. 
It does not affect all 
pickers. 
The other is the dark stain­ 
ing of the hand* resulting from the 
resin of the blossom. 
It may be re­ 
moved by rubbing with the crushed 
green leaves of the hop.—San Francis­ 
co Chronicle. 


The H albard. 
H albard Is the arm s carry’d by the 
sergeants of foot and dragoons: the 
head of the halbard ought to be a foot 
or 15 inches long: one end ought to be 
hollow to receive the staff, but the 
other broad, ribb’d In the middle, edg’d 
on both sides and draw ing to a point, 
like the point of a two edged stvord. 
On one side of the head Is likewise 
axed a piece in form of a half moon or 
jtar, and on the ether a broad point of 
four Inches long, crooked a little, 
vblch Is very commodious for drawing 
’ascinea, gabions or w hatever obstacle 
rnppen in the way. 
The staff of the 
talbard is about five feet long and an 
neb and half diameter, made of ash or 
ither hard wood. 
Halbards are very useful In deter- 
ninlng the ground betw ixt the ranks, 
md for dressing the ranks and files of 
i battalion, and likewise for chastising 
be soldiers.—Gentleman's Directory,

Presently the impulses of the hu­ 
mane side of his nature made a little 
, hesitating protest against the more 
J savage Instincts of Hie sportsm anlike 
Bide. 
The w riggling of the fish when 
he caught them troubled bim, and he 
sought to apologize to his conscience 
for the suffering he was apparently in­ 
flicting. 
Ile said, “I think the reason 
they jum p so is th at they are so glad to 
get out of th a t wet wrater." 
Curiously enough, if we may accept 
the testimony of the scientists, the lit­ 
tle boy was quite right. A fish is never 
so happy as when he is draw n out of 
the w ater. The air is to him quite all 
th a t laughing gas is to a hum an being. 
It gi ves him a hundred times more 
oxygen per second than his gills ever 
got for him from the inhalation of wa­ 
ter. 
It makes him delightfully drunk­ 
en. 
It exhilarates him. 
It fills him 
w ith a completeness of physical joy— 
the only joy he is capable of feeling— 
wholly unknown to him In his native 
element. 
Ile dies presently, it is true, 
but he dies in an ecstasy of enjoym ent 
instead of dying in his appointed fash­ 
ion by suffocation in the maw of some 
bigger fish. 
In a footnote to the thirteenth canto 
of “Don Ju a n ” Byron denounces Izaak 
W alton as a “sentim ental savage” and 
characterizes fishing as “the cruelest, 
the coldest of pretended sports.” That 
only shows how little Byron knew 
about the m atter. 
His sports involved 
tile sacrifice of women rath er than 
worms. 
It is tim e to set this m atter of fish­ 
ing upon its mom] legs, as it were, an 
end to be accomplished merely by tell­ 
ing the truth about i t 
A fish is tile 
very lowest form of the vertebrates. It 
is incapable of any joy except th a t of 
getting hooked and thus draw n out of 
the w ater to which Its nature con­ 
demns it and for a time breathing the 
air th at intoxicates it in delightfully 
deadly fashion. It has not even the in­ 
stinct of sexual association except in 
the case of a few rare species. 
It 
knows nothing of companionship, for 
the scientists tell us th a t even when 
fish swim in “schools” it is only be­ 
cause they are engaged in a common 
predatory pursuit of prey, each endeav­ 
oring to snatch from the others the 
morsels they seek to swallow. 
Bo low in the scale Is the fish th a t 
even in eating he has no pleasure ex­ 
cept th a t of distending his stomach. 
For the scientists find no “taste gob­ 
lets” a t the base of his tongue, and ev­ 
ery fisherman knows th a t the fish 


swallows his prey whole, w ith no pos­ 
sibility of detecting its flavor. 
And 
further, every fisherman who bas troll­ 
ed knows th at the fish is so far an in­ 
discrim inate gormand in his search for 
food th at he will swallow a coffee 
spoon w ith a bur attached as readily 
as the daintiest bait morsel th at could 
Im- displayed In front of his greedy eyes 
and his rapacious mouth. 
Still, again, every fish th at is caught 
upon a hook gets only w hat he de­ 
serves. 
He is caught every tim e in an 
attem pt to swallow some other crea­ 
ture whole and digest it in slow tor­ 
ture. 
Indeed tile entire life of every 
fish is passed in a ceaseless endeavor 
to catch and swallow other fish. So far 
as science ran discover, fish of most 
species make no distinction even in fa­ 
vor of their own young, their only 
ground of selection being a considera­ 
tion for their individual throats in the 
act of swallowing.
